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PREFACE. 

" | ''HE  defign  of  this  little  piece  is  circum- 
fcribed  within  narrow  limits.  It  is,  to 
nmifh  the  medical  pra&itioner  with  fuch  a 
ompendium  of  Materia  Medic  a,  as  may  ferve 
a keep  in  his  memory  the  moll  important 
ircumflances  relative  to  each  article  received 
ato  practice  in  this  ifland.  I fay,  to  keep  in 
is  memory , becaufe  it  is  certain  that  he  ought 
riginally  to  be  provided  with  much  more  co- 
ious  and  exact  information  concerning  great 
art,  at  leafL,  of  thefe  articles.  This  is  to  be 
cquired  by  means  of  leflures  and  treatifes  at 
rge ; but  every  one  knows  and  laments  how 
igitive  the  knowledge  is,  which  is  not  main- 
med  by  frequent  recurrence  to  the  fource* 
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of  information.  The  fubje£Is  of  which  the 
Materia  Medica  is  compofed,  are  fo  numerous’ 
and  fome  of  them  fo  feldom  employed,  that  ; 
little  hefitation  concerning  their  nature  and  uf 
cannot  be  wondered  at ; yet,  as  fuch  ignoranc 
is  not  very  reputable,  it  is  a defireable  thin™ 
that  the  means  for  removing  it  fhould  be  ren 
dered  as  eafy  as  poflible.  Any  peculiar  advan 
tages  which  can  attend  the  means  for  this  pur 
pofe,  mull  arife  from  a proper  fdettion  and 
convenient  dijpojition  of  the  moll  elTential  cit 
cumftances;  and  it  is  this  union  which  I hav 
aimed  at  in.  the  prefent  compilation.  In  orde 
to  {hew  what  were  my  ideas  in  this  attempt, 
fhall  here  prefix  a brief  explanation  of  my  plan.

* It  might  be  imagined,  from  the  fpirit  of  exammatio 
and  freedom  from  antient  prejudices,  which  diflinguifh  t 
prefent  age,  that  the  number  of  medicines,  many  of  the 
certainly  introduced  through  miflaken  or  fuperflitious  notior 
would  have  been  greatly  diminilbed.  But  while  the  ct 
of  difeafes  continues  to  be  difficult  and  precarious,  m 
will  be  continually  fearching  for  means  of  more  effica 
than  thofc  already  in  ufc ; and  this  will  occafion  a confia 
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As  this  Manual  was  intended  only  for  a 
book  of  occafional  referrenee,  I thought  it  un- 
neceflary  to  form  any  other  arrangement  of  the 
feveral  articles,  than  the  alphabetical ; which, 
while  it  is  the  moll  eafy  for  confultation,  avoids  all 
‘he  ambiguity  and  controverfy  to  which  other 
arrangements  are  liable.  Purfuing  therefore  the 
ZDiftionary  mode,  I give  firfl,  as  the  leading 
title,  the  name  of  each  fubflance  as  it  hands 
in  the  London  and  Edinburgh  catalogues.  Then 
follows,  if  the  article  is  a vegetable,  ihe  Lin- 
nean  name;  and  as  it  is  eafy,  when  pofTeffed 
T this,  to  difcover  all  its  botanical  charafters,

aft  fpecifying  fome  of  the  mod  general  circumftan-

The  remaining  matter  is  all  difpofed  in  ar 
uniform  tabular  method,  which  I adopted,  botf 
for  the  fake  of  catching  the  eye,  and  for  dif-i 
pofing  it  in  the  memory  in  a clear  and  reguf 
manner. 


The  firft  head,  of  P'art  ufed,  applies  only  tc 
fome  of  the  articles ; many  of  them  beinr 
themfelves  only  parts  of  a whole,  and  diftin-i 
guifhed  as  fucll  by  their  titles. 


The  next  head,  of  Senjible  Properties, 
rendered  concife,  by  enumerating  fuch  only 
appear  connefted,  either  with  the  medicinal 
powers,,  or  with  the  proper  modes  of  exhibitioi 
of  the  fubjett ; fuch  are,  particularly,  it’s  fmell 
taffe,  and  folubility.  As  to  the  latter,  however 
it  is  taken  for  granted,  that  the  chemical  qualitielj 
of  oils,  balfams,  refins,  gums,,  and  gummy-refinl 
are  already  known  by  the  reader.. 
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Under  the  third  head,  of  Medical  Virtues , the 
.general  and  primary'  operations  of  the  fubjeff 
alone,  for  the  moil  part,  have  been  noticed,  and 
not  their  application  to  the  cure  of  particular 
diforders,  which  it  is  the  bufinefs  of  medical 
fcience  to-  deduce  from  the  former.  In  fome 
infiances,  indeed,  fpecific  medicinal  properties, 
not  to  be  inferred  from  the  general  ones,  are 
found,  or  are  fuppofed,  to  exift  ; and  thefe 
are  enumerated.

and direft  him  in  the  choice,  it  was  not  thoughts 
neceflary  to  copy  them  at  length;  however,  inji 
fome  of  the  mofl  important  officinals,  the  relative! 
proportion  of  each  ingredient  is  marked  by  ani 
annexed  figure.  The  order  in  which  thefe  pre-i 
parations  are  arranged,  is,  beginning  with  thetf 
fimpleft,  and  proceeding  to  the  more  compound! 
The  metallic  and  other  mineral  articles  havali 
their  preparations  arranged  on  chemical  prinJ* 
ciples.  Confiderable  attention  has  been  paid  tel 
the  execution  of  this  part  of  the  plan,  wherebil 
it  is  hoped  that  clearer  views  of  chemical  anJ 
galenical  pharmacy  are  given,  than  ufually  prevail.! 

The  proportioning  of  the  dofes  of  medicine! 
is  fo  complicated  a matter,  from  the  varioul 
circumftances  of  age,  conflitution,  habitude,  rdl 
petition,  and  intention,  which  mult  be  confiderei 
in  each  particular  cafe,  that  1 defpaired  of  bein®
